MUST SEE THE BOOKS 


Grand Jury Investigating Cold Storage 
Business in Hudson Co., Must See 


Books of the Packers 


Trenton, N.J., March 17.—The so- 
called beef trust lost a decision in the 
New Jersey supreme court today, 
Justice Swayze filing a statement that 
he would sign an order compelling the 
National Packing Company and other 
meat corporations’ to produce their 
books before the Hudson-~county 
grand jury for use in the investiga- 
tion that body is holding with respect 
to cold storage houses in Hudson 
county. 

The decision was arrived at by Jus- 
tice Swayze after consultation with 
other members of the court. In his 
statement the justice says that only 
two objections were made on behalf 
of the companies; first, that the pro- 
secutor failed to show a case pend- 
ing in which the books would be re- 
quired as evidence; second, that Jus- 
tice Swayze had no power to bring 
the books within the state except 
where they might be needed in a 
cause in the supreme court, which 
would make the books subject to the 
control of the court. 

In reply, Justice Swayze says that 
if'a grand jury has a right to do what 
the oath of the members indicates, 
that is, “to diligently inquire into all 
such matters as shall in nay way come 
to their knowledge,” then the grand 
jury should be permitted to examine 
the books,

IN TRANSIT STRIKE Warning Given to Ministers that Govern 


Negotiations Still Lagging Along but 
"Leaders are Gradually Drawing 
Closer Together 


Philadelphia, March 17.—The peace- 
able and thoroughly polite gentlemen 
on the business side of the strike are 
still “seeing” cach other without 
bloodshed, bitter words, or hard feel- 
ings, but the police department, under 
the able guiding hand of Col. John 
Taylor, is still prepared for any sort 
of an emergency., The colonel does 
not take any chances. In these pip- 
ing times of peace and general good- 
will he is prepared to battle, murder 
and sudden death. 

Peace negotiations are still lagging 
wearily along. Transit men who do 
not like to see Mr. Earle get the cred- 
it for establishing peace have still 
further complicated matters by their 
weak efforts at settling the trouble. 
The union men announced that unless 
peace is reached by Monday the state 
wide strike will be declared. It is 
still a question of the fate of the 173 
men, 

This is the point on which peace 
hinges. The whole matter has now 
degenerated into the trivial efforts of 
many small men to attend to a mat- 
ter which two business men might set- 
tle in the time it takes to smoke a 
short cigar, 

There are no signs of real trouble. 
The leaders are taking tea together 
and gradually drawing closer  to- 
gether.

— Road Will be 1800 Miles in 
Length and Cost $25,000 
Per Mile 


Prince Albert, Sask. March 18— 


Dr. Reid of London, Eng., with wife 
and family, arrived in the city last 
evening. Dr. Reid is here in con- 
nection with the Hudson’s Bay & 
Pacific Railway and will have charge 
as medical superintendent over all the 
construction camps in connection 
with the building of the road. When 
interviewed here, the doctor said: 

“We mean business, and I think 
that before many weeks, or as soon 
as the frost is out of the ground, 
you will see the plows at work in 
building the grade of the Hudson's 
Bay and Pacific railway. I am not 
ready to give out much information 
yet, and prefer to wait for Mr. At- 
wood, chief engineer, of London, 
England, and A. J. Taylor, a con- 
tractor, of New York.” 

“Has the survey route been com- 
pleted?” asked the reporter, 

“A flying survey has been made,” 
said Dr, Reid, “but it is the intention 
of the engineer to organize a sur- 


vey party to complete the survey as | 


soon as he gets here,” 

“What route will be followed and 
what will be the cost of the road?” 

“The road will run from Edmonton 
to Prince Albert, and) from here 
through The Pass and on to Fort 
Churchill, from there it will run up 
through Athabasca, We propose op- 
ening up all the Athabasca territory 
and we estimate the distance covered 
by the new road will be 1,800 miles.

Suicide Epidemic Abroad in St. Petersburg 


— 15 Cases, Mostly Girls, Reported 


in one Day 


St. Petersburg, ‘March 18—Some - 
thing of an epidemic of suicide, due to 
neurasthenia and melancholy, was re- 
cently remarked here and further  at- 
tention called to it yesterday by the 
suicide of three :girls of social status, 
one of them heiress to $10,000,000. 
Three men—and after one of them 
had played Chopin’s Funeral March— 
all drank poison and died. .’Dhey lett 
letters saying that they were tired of 
life. Fifteen other suicides, mostly 
girls, were reported yesterday. 

Washington End of It. 

Washing:on, March 17.—Negotia- 
tions regarding the tariff of Canada re- 
main unchanged.
